ſcores,&c; tor thowager,, for the victorie, man a- 
gainſt man , houſe againſt houſe, Towne againſt 
Towne,and how not? There arealſo tearmes of Art 
ferched from Hell (tor the better diſtinguiſhing of 
the practitioners) one is coloured, another is foxt, a 
third is gone to the dogs,a fourth is well to liuc,&c. 
but none is drunken, that is as odious here, as Adul- 
teric in.that ſtate,wherein no body 1s chaſte. 

+. Theſe vnſufferable abuſes abroad. ,, made mee to 
thinke of home, and reſolye of meeting the encmic 
ypon the frontiers, rather than in our Townes, and 
of repelling him timely, rather than of truſting to a 
firme ctectione, when be had gotten poſſeffion. The 
truth is, wee are rather too Jate,than too early ; our 
Townes are alrcady ſurpriſed, our men {o wounded, 
thatſomereele in the ſtreets, ſome are taken vp little 
better:than dead inthe high wates;. In this ſurpriſal! 
vnder mine owne vicw, it bcehoues me to doe the of- 
fce of a watchman, and to blow the Frumpet : and 
thus I hauec dealt truly with you inthe firſt poynt, I 
expect ncither profit, norcredit,nor thankes for my 
paines in this kinde : onely I rooke the Philoſophers 
counſell ; who wiſht me to price conſcience abouc 
applauſe. VWhat may be obiced againſt my reſo- 
lution, my ſclte toreſees, and the Reader in due place 
(leſt this Epiitle proue monſtrous for length) ſhall 
vaderſtand, Now tor the ſecond, why this _engos 
(\uch.

(ſuch as it is) ſhould flie toyou, it.is nothard to di- 
uine, your intereſts being ſo juſt and great both in 
the man,.and matter : for my ſelte, I acknowledge 
my debt to be great, as to ſome of your ranke on the 
other {ide the ſhire, 1o to youall generallic on this : 
my place binds me to call vp ſome of you,and for the 
reſt,kindneſles received are bonds alſo. Iam nor ig- 
norant how-ſome of you haue pleaded wy cauſe 
more than once, when my ſpeeches with Hannrbals 
haue bin charged with two ſore faults, /2.for being 
rooitrue, and to9 free; neither may. I torger, what 
tourneyecs and paines,haue bin vndertaken to do me 
good by others, and what acceptance my poore 
paines and perſon haue found with all. All which 
curteſics I know not how. otherwiſe to anſwere;but 
only by acknowledging the debt, and by admoniſh- 
ing youofa duty. For the matter,l know not at what 
bench to commence a ſuit again{t Drunkards, it not 
at yours; you are asſtakes in a hedge,that muſt keepe 
all trom recling,the Captaines ofthe Prouinces that 
muſt giue the victoric, and the very men to whoſe 
cognizance this abuſe moſt properly belongerh : to 
you (me thinks) I may apply the words of Mordecay - 
It you altogetherhold your peaceat this time, deli- 
ucrance ſhall be trom ſome other place: but you,and 
your fathers houſes ſhall be deſtroyed,&c. And who 
knowes whether you are come to this honour for 
ſuch a time asthis2 Yea,wheretore hath God aduan- 
ced you, your;Prince entruſted you, wherefore haue 
on taken vpon you the place,name,oth, of Iuſtices, 
ut for ſuch like ſeruices? Perhaps you will tell me, 
that we in the Miniſterie are in ſome part of-a fault, 
lor not crying downe the finne; and catecbiſing; our

people better. If ſo,mine anſwer is ingenuous :I am 
content to owne ſome part of the blame, ſo you will 
paſſe an equall ſentence berwixt all offenders. Iwill 
notexcule our ſelues, the Commons, the poore, vn- 
der-officers,&c. nor can on the other Fe excuſe 
the behaujours of rwo many Gentlemen. I am decei- 
ued, if foure things in ſomeof them, haue nor been 
ſome occaſion of drunkennefle in this Kingdome. 

Thefirft is want of Hoſpitalitic : time was, when 
the poore traueller was ſure to finde in moſt Townes 
of marke, two Innes todrinke at ; the one the Man. 
ner houſe, the other the Parſonage houſe : now men 
are knowne by their houſes, not the houſes by the 
men(as one of that ranke complaines): the Maſter of 
the houſe flies,and ſometimes carries behinde him a 
peece of the Church too ; and by this meanes the 
Mannor is without drinke, the Parſonage without 
mault,and then whatfollowes? trauellers muſt needs 
haue drinke,therefore there muſt be Alchouſes; and 
what will follow next,who knowes not ? 

Theſecond is: want of vpholding tillage and huſ: 
bandrie,worke the husbandman out of his dwelling, 
(either by turning him to a rackt-rent,or by ſending 
him to looke a dwelling in ſome market towne) and 
what becomes of him? cither he turnes Badger, or 
Maultſter,as knowing none other trade; which two 
callings ſymbolize very much with that of the Ale- 
mans: and how many by their Landfords are thus 
vied ? Our bigger townes which (by this'meanes like 
Antiochw his Armie) are fuller of mouthes than 
hands, are ſtrong euidences. 

The thirds want of gouernment in particular fa- 
milies. WerelI roſccke a Tobacconift, I would as

one looke him in a Gentlemans houſe, as inan 
mans. In truth, where more abuſe, than in ſome ſuch 
places ? who more outragious in Innes, Tauernes, 
Alchouſes,than cither the maſter or the men? If onl 
Tinkers, and Pedlers, and beggers frequented ſach 
houſes,a Conſtable, or officer mought be heard, an 
In-keeper might be a maſter of his owne houſe : but 
drunkenneſle finds ſuch friends and patrons,that nei- 
ther rhe one,nor the other ſort dares ſpeake a word. 
The fourth and laft thing more ncerely concernes 
your own comingp,0nd that is want of due ſcueritic ; 
the goodneſle of your natures, and educations,: en- 
clines you to merey ; a moſt ſweet grace, if it be not 
miſtaken, and miſplaced : bur (alas) tis no mercy to 
ſuffer Locuſts to eate vp the childrens bread, and to 
turne in ſwine to the s eutar drinke. I am heartily 
ſorrie to ſee how many good natures are decceiued 


with this counterfeit of mercy, when Iuſtice ſhould : 


take place againſt, both places and perſons offend- 
ing. Hath any man offended? It he be poore,tis mer- 
cic to ſpare him; if great, tis pitic to m_ him. 
Hath any houſe? alas, if you pull downe their ſigne, 
they cannot liue,the towne muſt keepe them: ſo mer- 
cic keepes vp (ignes, and (which is worſe) ſets them 
vptoo. Hath a Serving man ſpent his ſtrength and 
time ? tis mercy to make him a paſle,and giue him a 


| licenſe to fell Ale: hath he been wilde and diſhoneſt? 


in mercy licenſe him, to keepe him trueand honeſt: - 
as Iul:ws made one Cardinall, to hr him ſound Fs 3. 


and vpright. Now ſurely a Cardinals hat againſt he- 
reſie, and a ſigne-poſt againſt diſhoneſtie, are medi- 
Cines much at one. Oh ſtiffen your ſelucs againſt this 
melting counterfeit, and ſuffer not the cries of a 


ſwine.

ſwine, the enrtreatics of a ſeruant, of a friend, of a 
Gentleman, of a fellow Tuſtice, ro rye your hands 

from ſmiting a ſin ſo prouoking.The Lord in mercy, 

both to you and vs,hath'confined you (ordinarily)to 
your own'Countrey and Countie,he hath giuenyou 

with good Yz214h to loue husbandrie , hee hath 

wrought in you ſome deale of care of your owne fa- 

milies, ſome zeale for the common good: you have 

proceeded to ſome degrees of roundnes againſt this 

ſin,we thankfully acknowledge what is done,and cry 

ſtill in your cares, as the Smith in the Landgraues, 
when he thought hinrtoo milde dureſcite,dureſcite. 

There isa cruell mercy,ſaith one; there is a pious 

crueltic, ſaith another : reie& that,cmbrace this yet 
more and more : and (if itbe pofſible) caſe the Lord 
of contemprs , his Anoynted of complaints , your 
Countrey ofa burthen, your ſclues of trouble and of 
danger. You often complaine of baſtardies,ſheepe- 
ras hedge-breakers, quarrellers, and the like : 
will you be caſcd of theſe diſcaſes? Belecue it, theſe 
gather into the Alchouſe,as the humors doe into the 
ſtomacke againſt an Ague-fit; take them there,driue 
them thence with ſome ſtrong Phyſicke , and you 
heale our Townes and Corporations of infinit di- 
ſtempers all in one. I haue excceded,I craue pardon, 
and beſcech the Lord to make you ſtill and till ro 
doe worthily in Iſrael.

As for his Auditorie, Tudahs finnes adniit a double aggr 1. 
uation : one from Gods vnutterable kindneſle vnto thein, 
delivered in a ſtately manner, in the forefront of this Chap. 
rer, 

Another, from the qualitie and multitude of their tran({- 
greſſions againſt hi,n,diſpatched in the reſidue. Theſe ſinnes 
of theirs, for number, prooue many ; for nature, heauy. The 
Prophet having firſt wrapped them vp in a parable, now vn- 
folds them,and ſo makes good the generall charge by parti- 
cular inftances. The firſt Inſtance againſt them,is,an vnſut- 
ferable abuſe of their wealth and plentie, partly 1n the get- 
ting, and partly in the ſpending, In the getting, they ferucd 
no other maſters than theſe, Couetouſnefle and Ambition; 

Aill hauing, ſtill crauing : and therefore they ſhould receive 
no better wages,than emprineſle and baſenefle. In the ſpe1- 
ding,they were as riotous,as in the gathering,couctous: and 
of this latter ſinne they arc now indited. Where fiſt our 
Prophet layes downe the offence: ſecondly , paſleth ſcn- 
rence. The offence is in a word,abuſiue drinking (the abulc 
of cating not excluded, as appeares, verſe 17). This fntull 
drinking is deſcribed by the matter, wherein the failing was, 
and by the. cauſes and effects thereof, The cauſes or partics 
offending,are ſet foorth by three aCtions : firſt, they rilc earc- 
ly, and are vp in the top of che morning on this errand, 
wherein they are but too too diligent, and vnſcaſonable, 
contrary to the rules of temperance and cuftomes ( as it 
leemes) of their owne countrey. 

Secondly,being vp,they hike not lofle of time, they purluc 
(fa.th the rext) the liquour from cup to cup, from houſe to 
houſe,trom towne to towne., 

Thirdly, when they are at it, they are no flinchers, they fit 
by it from morning ro cuening , or ( as the words will alſo 


tay ſo Muſeul. beare it ) from one dawning of the day to another, they hit 


compaſle : theſe bee the parties ſpoken off, and ſpoken a- 
gainſt,ynder the name of drunkards,it E/ay can iudge. 
The ſecond thing, is the matters and ſubieR of this abule,

[ ſtrong drinke and wine| the fruite of the vine, and of other 
both trees and graines : for the Prophers word is very 
large, and containeth all drinkes of ſtrength beſides wine(in 


this place ) whether fimples or compounds, whether of *-» 


frujits{t-i&ly ſo receiued)or of cornezas Cydar,Perry,Beere, 
Ale,&c.none of theſe came amiſle,ſo they were of ſpirit, on- 
ly becauſe they drunke not our of neede, but Juſt; not for 
health,bur delight; therefore they would haue it right: and 
this is the ſecond thing, 

Inthe third place follow the effects (at leaſt, companions) 
of this miſplaced drinking. 
. Wine(thinke the ſame of other liquour according to their 

ſtrenghths) inflames or purſues them, Indeed it doth both;it 
inflames the blood,and caſts into feuors/as the word would 
ſeeme to import ) it inflames the ſoule, and fills that with 
luſts as hot as hell; it inflames the whole man, and cauſes a 
drophe and ſtrange thirſtinefle; and withall, ic purſues the 
man as faſt, as he purſues it, forcing him ſtill ypon more and 
more, and filling him with thoſe ſuckers and horſe-leaches, 
that neuer ceaſe crying, Giue,giue. 

Wine (and drinke) thus abuſed, carrie a man quite out of 


* his reaſon and occaſions,and makes him fo ſenſuall, that hee Verl. t 2» 


(hall minde nothing but his luſts,the Harpe, Viole,&c, 
Their drinke or feaſt ({o the Hebrewes call their feaſts in 
thoſe hot parts) where more was drunke than caten:ſo with 
poner reaſon may Eſay call the drunkards banquet, whoſe 
read and fleſh, whoſe firſt and ſecond courle is drmke, and 
little elſe than drinke : as if he ſhould ſay; They feede vpon 
pleaſures; after drinke, tliey call for muſicke ; after one In- 
ftrument, for another ; the Harpe for my money (faith one) 
the Violc tor me (faith a ſecond) the more the merrier (faith 
the third) : all, all, lets haue as many Inſtruments heere, as 


Daid made for the Houle of God(lay thereft) and lets be .c.56.v1t. 


merry, and hang forrow. Thus wine ſets men vpona merry 

pinne,ſo that they care not what they ſpend, what they doe 
to give fleth content, 

Thirdly, this makes a man ytterly forgetfull of God, ſo 

B 3 that 
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that neither the workes,nor working of his hands beregar- 
ded,that is,neither ſhall the Lord be ring a a in the 
firſt making, nor regarded in the preſent diſpoſing of his 
creatures, either by way of mercie,or of iudgement. Drinke 
will beſot, that a man ſhall haue no leaſureor power to con- 
fider,by whom,and why theſe creatures (thus abuſed) were 
made ; by whom and why they are either multiplied or ſub- 
tracted : but the drunkard being drowned, and buried in 
wine, and mirth, layes downe all thoughts of a God, of a 
Iudge,and ſers all at 1xe and ſeuen. 

Thus you haue the {inne, and {inners here endited, This 
Noble-man, this man of God, hauing thus followed them 
through all their haunts and Ale-houſes, and told them from 
poynt to poynt, what they did and ſaid in the middeft of all 
their cups and quatfings ; now riſes vp,being full of the ſpi- 


rit of the Lord, and judgement of his God,and proceeds to 
lentence,

E 7/6 ſentence was in groſle propoſed in the entrance; ſo

which hath reſolued it ſelfe into vtter brutiſhnes, in ſo much 
that they haue out lived all vadaſtanding : for this cauſe 
(faith the Lord by his Prophet) I will puniſh them.

on: yet he knowes how to curte as well as bleſſe, chide as 
well as comtort; and can ſpcake warre to a rebell, as well as 
peace to afriend ; and it this were no impeachment,cither 
to his breeding,or 15 writing (who therein neuer met with 
his match, vimill Saint Paict pen to paper for Rome) I ſee 
no reaſon, why any Teacher now ſhould be reputed rude in 
ſpeech and bchauiour tor the lite practiles vpon the like oc- 
cal1ons.

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readineſſe for euery diſobedience, a woe for the oppreſſor, 
yerſ{.$. a woe for the preſumptuous ſcorner, verſe.

therefore all other particulars, lets faſten vpon that, which 
the words doe with their fulleſt ſtreame carry vs vnto, and 
there confine our {clues to this one propoſition.

Gods ſeruants hath not a woe in his mouth to throw at this 
ſinne? The judgements and executions wee meete with all, 
in tories of all ages,and writers of all forts: but what ſhould 
weerunne into particulars, when wee find and perceiue two 


worlds of people to fall wnder F curſes due to this fin in part. 
Abuſe arinkirg holþ to drownethefirft world,astheſtory 


tells vs;they did cate;drink; they did theſe things vnſcafona- 

bly( when, God called ro mouming ), exceſfinely,morelike 4, .,. 
beaſts than men,continnally paſſing without breathing fro «4x94.

thought worthy remembrance, by the teftimony of the loo. 
{4 and moRt naturaliſts, (rhe very Pocts, the very Greekes) 
who haue condemned fippings and drinkings, as well as 


dcunkennefle. 

Laſtly, by che verdiQt of the drunkards owne conſcience 
which ar. his face with ſhame and bluſhing, when he is cal- 
led by that name, and makes him quake at the hnne it ſelfe, 
till hec hath laid this his keeper to ſleepe, and blowne our 
that little light that is left in bim, and deſperatly drowne(! 
the yoyce, and cry of nature, and yet ( who knowes it nor ); 
nature hath no lively couch or quick-{1ght: the matter (alas ) 
muſt be very groſſe that nature ſceth foute and (lutrtiſh, that 
ſhe ſqueams at, yet(behold) that nature(which out of blind- 
neſſe {wallowes ſo many flics ) ſtraines at this, and therefore 
certainly it isno gnat. 

From authoritic ( Diuine and humane) wee might paſle 
to arguments of another kind, and fall ypon this ſinne with 
many weapons at once, 'reaſoning cither from the general! 
thus : Itis a great ſinne to abuſe any lawfull thing and good 
creature; therefore drinke. Or from the like thus; To abuſe 
meate to ſurfer, js grieuous ; therefore drinke alſo : or from 
the contrary, or from the cauſes, or from the effe&s.. Bur 
Salomon firſt, and £ſay ſince haue ſaucd vs this labour; and ic 
will bee ſufficient for vsto tran{cribe their orations, and to 
hearethem ſpeaking intheir owne words. Firſt then Salo- 
mon hauing clicwhere let fall many diſgracefall tearmes a- 
gant this fine, in his 23 Chapter he preſents vs with a full 
oration and inuectiue making br our purpoſe. The ſ1nne,by 
him controld, is abuſiue drinking ( verſ. 30.) , the carriage 
and order of his ſpeech very artificiall : firſt, arguments arc 
brought agaiaſt it : ſecondly, anſwers are giuen ro obicQi- 
ons that are made for it,che tlile is very lofty and rhetoricall, 
the manner of his diſcourſe(ſtripr of his flowers and colors ) 
ouer and beſides divine authoritic in euery word is this : diſ- 
ordered drinking fills nan with all curſes and miſerics, na-, 
ucall and ſpiritual; rherefore it is ro- be ſhunned as moſt 
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kurtfull ; this is, firſt, propoſed ; ſecondly, proved from a 
articular enumeration and induction, &c,- oP 
' In thegenerall; there is woe and alas, roevery abuſer of 
drinke : firſt miſeries vnſufferable, and ſuch as ſhall cruſh 

firſt or laſt ) the tipler, and make him blow, and ſweat vn- 
'o- them:the woe is wet ſer downe in Gods book,(the alas) 
will one day be fetched our of his ſides. Then gol 16mg 
this practice fils him with much finne againſt others, ex. 
drinke abuſed, doth breed brawles, and make quarrels: 
where the party dares bee bold, it makes him braule with 
neighbours, fellowes, hofteſle,ſeruants,children, wife, all;the 
drinke having bitten him, he runnes like a mad cog vp and 
downe, ſnapping at every body; firſt, hee ſhakes his owne 
people in his own yard, then all that come within the breath 
of him, hauing once fallen out with his owne wits and mem- 
bers( that one goes one way, and another another way ) hee 
can agree with no body, burprooucs raging mad,as a Hea- 
then(after Saomn)could lay. 


Secondly,as he can il rule his hand,ſo worſe his tongue; fat Fecundi cali« 
 cups,oyle that ſo much,thar it cannor ſticke; drinke doubles £6 


his eyes and eares, he ſees (in his conceir) all things double : 
but ie multiplies his tongue beyond number ; one drunkard 
hath rongue enoughfor twenty folke, and hath ſomewhat 
to ſy ro cuery queſtion and perſon ; hee is then a good A- 
ſtronomer, Logician, Philoſopher ; and what not? A Cun- 
ſtable, Iuſtice, Preacher, Counceller, a King; and who not? 
Wharz cannot hee doe? what doth he not know ? what will 
heenot ſay? Any ſecrets are then reucaled, of fricnds,of wife, 
of ſtate ; yea, bis owne heart comes vp as eaſily, as Tome of 
his drinke,and you ſhall aſſoone perſwade a ftone to ſpeake, 
as himto be lilenc; now he railes, now he ſcoffes, now hee 
lies, now he fawnes now he {weares, now he bans,and can- 
not be quiet till his tongne be wormed. 

Secondly, as heis a'foc ro orhers,fono friend ts himſelfe,

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(fit might be) he would deny the fa: ſecondly, or (if that 
may not be) hee will ſtand to his aCtion, and make good his 
practice. For the firſt, thus he ſpeakes, what of all this? yeeld 
euery word. that is ſpoken againſt drunkennefle to be true, 

ant it as bad,or worſe, than it is made, what's this tome? 7 
, queſtion ſtickes here, who is a drunkard? for my ſelfe, I 
was neuer ſo gone yet, but I knew the way home, I could 
tell what I did, what I ſaid, &c.

an Adulterer for the like affetion to his neighbours wife? 
Nor needes that trouble ys, which Philoſophers tell vs,that 
no man deſires drunkennefle : for the ſame may bee ſaid of 
euery other ſinne : ſinne,as finne,jin its owne colours and na- 
ture,is neither deſired, nor deſirable, bur only as itis diſgui- 
ſed, and offers it ſclfe ro the vnderſtanding and will,in the 
likeneſſe and habit of goodaeſle: drinke1s defired, though 
drunkenueſle be gk, company, and ſport, and all occa- 
ons of the finne : and when to theſe,the deſires are catried 
with too much ſtrength (the man that ſhould be maſter of 
his defures, and not a feruant.to thera) deſerves for his follie; 
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to heare drunkard. Hence Salomons deſcription, which in 
truth will not ſuite with any other drunkard, than this now 
ſpoken of: alas,if none be drunke bur ſuch as have loſt their 
1;4.Plin.cen. legges, tongues, ſenſes, that lye tumbling in their owne yo 
ſiveTorquat, mite, and ſleeping in a guzle, what ſhould Salomon ſpeake 
ud1 ſupra, of quarrels, bablings, &c. Such be as dead as a dorenaile, 
ring a bell in rhcir care they heare not, much lefle can t 
ſpeake ; {coffe them,rob them, ſmite them, ſpurne them, they 
firre not,much leſfle quarrel! : vs tis your mannerly,ſober 
REY" Methodicall drunkard, that drinkes by the houre, and can 
ere is an art ;

and no more: this is the man that Salomon ſpeakes of,a man 
of meaſures,and mixtures,as one of his words import. 

Why bur (faith the Tipler, (for now hee ſpeakes) if Selo- 
mon (peake againſt this regular drinking,hee ſpeakes beſides 
the booke ; the vertue of wine (ſay the like of other hquors) 
is pu a man haue skill how to chuſc it, by irs colour, 
taſte, motion,&c. and will ( if not received ro ſurfer ) give 
much content, and refreſhing; this is knowne, I finde ir, I 
feele ic, 1 perceive it doth me good, and I will beleeue my 
owne eyes, and taſte, before tefine Salomons. Salomon an-

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ſwers this : Well (faith hehe not deceived with ſhewes and Verl.z1. 
ſhadowes : a man may be drunke, though his eyes be noe

drunkenneſle. 

And thus Salowon hath prooued our poynt, and yeelded 
chis concluſion ; Abuſue drinking is a { xr ſinne : 
dangerous to body,dangerous to ſoule, dangerous in its ef- 
fe&s, dangerous in its companions, dangerous in this life, 
dangerous in the life ro come. After this moſt wiſe writer, 
it were worth the while, to heare our moſt loftie Orator de- 
claime vpon the ſame theme, telling vs how preiudiciall to 
labour, libertie, liuchhood, and life it ſelfe it is : but T ſhould 
be too too tedious, and therefore I reſt in that which hath 
been alreadie ſpoken in the openisg of the text, and poſt 
now to ſome application. 

Is this a finne fo dangerfull? rhen muſt the conſideration 
hereof humble vs, and bring vs on our knees, both alt ard 
ſome : firſt; all of vs haue reaſon to take to heart this ſyne,

And(this done) 
let vs refle& vypon our ſclues, and ſce how farre this ſinne 
trenches into this our Countrey. 

The firſt we thus briefly diſpatch : Drink is then abuſed, 
when it is not vſed in that order, to thoſe ends for which it 
was appointed. The ends were : firſt, vtmoſt, Gods glorie: 
ſecondly, necre hand, mans good in preſerving nature, and

at it, &c.and(ro be brief )whe his meaſures are vynmeaſurable. g, ”_—_ A of 
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The third error is inthe manner, chicfly when men bee 
prophane againſt God in the vſe ofhis creatures, nor ſeeing 
the Lord, yet diſhonoring him, and ſpicing their cups with 
oaths ſomtumes, ſomtimes with words of prayer and ſcrip- 
ture, which ſound moſt illfauourdly in a drunkards mouth: 
as Salomontels vs. 

Secondly, when utes men they become vnmanlike 
and yncinill, ſo farre from remembring(amid(i their bowels) 
the affliction of /oſeph, as that they forget the nature and 
flch they are clothed withall: ceaſe to bee men, ſufter them- 
{clues to be transformed by this { irce ( drinke ) into ſwine, 
ſhewing as little manners one towards another, as ſuch 
creatures doe, andno better. 

Thirdly,when inreſpe& of themſclues,they haue no com- 
mand cuer their affections, fo farre from putting a knife to 
their owne throat ( when they haue taken enough ) as that 
they be ready to place it ina Tapſters belly (if he offer to ſer 
bounds to their throats,and will ferch no more) atleaft they 
ynblefle themſelues, when meanes, and time and company 
will notpermit a ſacrifice to their Bacchws, to their belly. 

The fourth error is in the end, when Gods ends bee not 
thought vpon, bur tht contrary, when they drinke not to 
{erue God and to ſet vp him, but to other purgoſes, to wir, 


' thatſo ”y may lay their conſciences on ſleepe,drinke and 
t 


drive our the threats of the word,the thoughts of dearh,ſay- 
ing inthe Epicures words and a beaſts language, Ler vs cate, 
drinke, tomorrow wee ſhall dye. | 

Secondly, when they drinke nor for ftrengrh,bur luſt, and 
ori toſhew how full of Satan they be, and how neere to 

Wine. | 

Thirdly, when they drinke, not to be ſeruiceable to man- 
kinde, but to abuſe their brethren, to lay others vnder table, 
to {atishe reuenge, to diſcouer others ſecrets, to picke 0- 
therspurles, &c. 

And for the waies and meanes, how, and whereby drinke 
comes to be ahuſed, ſo much only in regard of haſte. 

Now followcth the third thing, the degrees namely ot 

thele 
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theſe abuſed drinkings : and here we meane not to enter in= 

o the myHteries of this blacke arr, nor ſpend time in particu- 
larizing the ſeucrall orders and degrees of theſe profeſlors, 7i4-Table of 
a5 ſome others haue done, but onely content our {clues with D cunkargs. 
chus much. Firſt,chere is no man living bur failes in ſome of 
the named particulars, yet ſecondly t:ere is a difference : Asthe Hes- 
theſe abuſes and corruptions raigne in ſome,thar 7s, they be ene diſtin. 
ordinary, they bee affe&ted, they be iuſtified,at leaſt ſecretly 5, + wg 
allowed. Secondly, they bee morrified in others, that is, ,4,;af@s. 
ſome men doe not ordinarily (nay not once pethaps in an 
age) breake out into any grofſeneſle, nor atany time allow 
themmſelues in any exorbirancie ; bur they ſtrive againſt the 
finne:they deteſt ir,they bewaile it in whomſocuer, and it is 
an Haze! to their eyes ; our ſpeech throughout is direfted z.King.s, 
againſt the former degree of drupkennefſe, Now ſeeing 
then we vnderſtand one another, and the particulars of this 
fnne, doe bur ſee ( Ipaſſe ro the ſecond thing mentioned) 
what reaſon we haue to tremble : for I x ian is not drink 
abuſed with ys? do we drink ro God,to health, to (trengeh, 
to the Common-wealch? What? is there no failing with 
vs? in matter none? in manner none? ig meaſurenone ? in 
the ends of drinking none? Oc is this failing in the waine 
and muchwhar mortified? Oh that I could anſwere afhr- 
matiuely ! bur alas I cannot : men drinks God out of theur 
hearts, bealch our of their bodies, wit out of their heads, 
ſtrength out of their joynts, wife and* children our of dores, , Q , 1 
the land and kingdome our of quiet, and-plentic : and threa- 611.0 14 
ten all wich miſerie.

r(t, if wee begin wigh he matcers abuſed, I am at a ftand, 
and ior not well what $9 ſay, leſt in reprouing I become a 
teacher, as it fared wich another inthe fike calc :this Imay ,,1..:., 
| fayingroſle,the Diuell is curned Brewer, Mountebank: and [4 ox - th 
lome Apothecaries are not his worſt drawers, who haue Pe:rof. 
their cups of fornication allo as well as the hoſteſſe of Baby- 
lon : one thing is in fight and {cnt the whole land ſtinkes 
ot it, ynleſle it be where rhe brightnes of his Maieſtic diſ- 
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ples the ſmoake, and that is Tobacco. Doe you euer thinke 
t'was Gods meaning, that that hearbe ſhould bee ſo ordi- 
nary a liquour or perfume, that every Gentleman and beg- 
ger, cucry Tapſter and Hoſtler, euery Carrier and Tinker, 
ſhould make a bricken of his body, and a chimney of his 
noſe?

What ſhould I ſpeake of particular drinkes? Is it not la- 


mentable to ſee, how farre we are fled from the Patriarkes 


water ? If Heathens bewailed this, ſhould nor Chriſtians ? 

What a thing is this that children bee halfe killed before 

they are borne, with diſtempered driakes(as one more iuſt- 

ly, than ficly,vpon the occafion of Samſon; diet complaines.) 
what a griefe to ſee how euery boy and girle now addes fire 
eo fire, and be all for the ſtrongeſt : the ſtrongeſt Ales, the 
ffrongeſt Beeres, the ſtrongeſt Wines, the hotteſt ſpices. 
Are not our {wapgerers like to doe their country ſervice 
one day, who without {calding can powre downe cups of 
your hotteſt warers, and drinke more ſpirits in a night, than 


their fleſh and braings be worth? Verily heere is an abulc, a 


vatis eſt poputis great abuſe thus ro diſcontent nature, that is content with {o

cher. Come to a mans houſe, and where is hee ? his wife 
knowes not : aske the ſeruants, they know not ; when will 
he be at home ? they carnot ſhew you ; yes they can, bur 
they bluſh ro ſpeake: forſooth the marteris this ; there's his 
houſe, but his dwelling is at the Alchouſe, and when all his 
mony is ſpent, if then fs wife will fetch him home with a 
tanthorne, and his men in a barrow, hee comes with as [a 
enſc 
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ſenſe as Michel; Image had ; elſe Sunne and Meone goe 0- 
uer his head, till hee hath Nept himſclfe ſober, and watched 
himſelfe drugken. Againe,there be(how many can yourell)? 
who know no calling at all, but to {uruey the high-waies to 
the Inne,to giue the watch-word,who makes the beſt, and 
to deviſe new wayes and wagers in quaffing. 

No coſt is too much,that is beſtowed ypon an Ale-poſte, 
great is this Diana of the Epheſians; men will maintaine this 
trade, as farre as euer Demetrins his, as farre as euer [ona-

(word, If they haue a ry it burnes in the purſe, till ic bee 
drowned in drinke; if gold, they change it; if plate, they 
pawne it ; away goes all,to the coates on their backes,rather 
than they will ſcant ( as they ſay )*their belly ; nay, if they 


had a icwell as rich as ten Lordſhips, or as that of that vn- (Heopairg, 


womanlike-ſwaggerer,the throat ſhould haue it. How of- 
ten haue I ſecne vermine ſucking the drunkards blood as 
faſt,as hee thar of the grape and maulr; yet would hee not 
leaue his holte,nor loſe his draught. 

Whar is faid of theſe, may allo of the third. Oh thatT in 
ſpeaking,you in hearing, could mourne for it as we ought, I 
meane at thar ſhametfull conqueſR, which drinke gets ouer 
our owne fleſh: when did the Sunne euer {ce ſome men {0- 
ber? how arcour townes peſtered, and wayes (trowed with 
theſe filthes? Oh the drunkennefſle that is in one day in this 
land at ſonie Faire or Market to bee ſcene? Goe but tothe 
rownes end where a Faire is kept, and there they lye, as if 


ſome field had bin fought : here lies a hat, there lies a cloake, Ebriamuliere

here amnan,there a youth, there (alas for woe)a woman,nay, 
a {wine with a womans face; goe into the back lanes, and

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Lots daughters him; ſome in their proies,whileſt drinke is 
made bur a Dahblah (as in ſome ſtates it hath been) to know 
their ſecrets; ſome in their eſtates, whileſt they are couloned 
by play or bargaine,ſome{(ro make end) intheir life, whileſt 
Ammwns mirth isthe watch-word to the murtherer. 

Hirherto the caſe goes hard with vs, when there is no a- 
buſe (inthis kinde) bur wee are guiltie off. There is but one 
thing now left for our elf that is, if theſe abuſes bee 
now mortified, now dying, and are they {o?blefſed be God, 
Our Lawes ſmite in ſome meaſure at the {inne,and {eeke the 
preventing of ſundrie diſorders,for time, place, meaiure, &c. 
Bur where is execution ? where is the cure ? the finne lives 
ſtill; nay,reignes ; nay, growes into practice and credit dai- 
ly. Heretoforc it was a ſtrange fight to ſee a drunken man, 
now it is no newes: heretofore it was the finne of Tinkers, 
Hoftlers, Beggars,&c. now of Farmers, Eſquires, Knights, 
&c. heretofore Panls ſpeech was currant, they that are 
drunken, are drunken in the night; now they feare not the 
light,the Sun-{hine : heretofore Peteys argument was more 
than probable; theſe are not drunke, for it is but the third 
houre of the day; now men are growne ſuch husbands, as 
that by that time, they will returne their ſtockes, and hauc 
their braines crowing before day. 

Now theti in the middeft of all theſe threatning ſinnes, 
and fearefull prouocarions, ſhall we be feareleſſe? ſhall wee 
now(when the Lord begins to viſit) come in with an o-w1a 
bene ?no,no; theſe things cannot bee hid, muſt not bee d1l- 
ſembled, but muſt draw ſome reares from our eyes, ſoc 
fighes from our ſoules, ſome prayers from our hearts ; wee 
muſt flie to heauen with petitions, leſt rheſe crying abuſes 
preuent vs, and pet a grant of judgement againſt vs firſt. 
Drinkings in mens butteries call for vengeance,drinkingsin 
Ale- houſes call for yengeance ; drinkings of old,of yong ot 
rich, of poore; drinkings in our Townes, Cities, in all cor- 
ners,in all ſorts call for vengeance; you that be ſober, god- 
ly, &c. you that haue acquaintance and acceptance wit, 
God, fiznd in the gap, lift yp a prayer,call,cry for mercy,ſay, 


LLord 
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Lord ſpare thine inheritance, ſpare our Townes, our land, 
our people.Oh you, you muſt be drunken with teares for this 
drunken age, elſc God will goe onto make the earth more 
drunke with raine, and well wee eſcape, if the {word be not 
made drunke with our bloud, 

As forthe ſecond ſort(whom in ſpeciall this concernes) 
let mee {peake to them in [oe/s words ; Awake yee 
drunkards; nay all yee abuſers of drinke( though not to 
worſt drunkenneſle), all yee who imploy your wits, to find Alex.in Plur. 
out new drinkes,as Anah mules,and proclaime rewards(like wal ey of 
thoſe old monſters)to him that can perfe& your knowledge - = WA Y 
in this black art:all you who drinke one liquor, to draw on ; 
another ;not to quench, but to encreaſe thir(t ; not to quali- 
fie, but to enkindle heate : all you who know none other 
calling, but to viſit Tauerns ; who haue none other rule for 
as when company and drinke forſakes you;who haue 
none other meaſure but this, to fill the veſlell fo full, that ic 
runnes out at your very noſes, who keepe none otherrule for 
expence bur this, to ſpende all the clothes on your beds and 
backs : (to make end,) all you, who faile either in manner, 
or meaſure, or end of krinking in any groſſeneſle, doc you 
tremble at the woes that are gone forth againſt you (1 
meane)againſt your eſtates,againſt your bodies,againit your 
{oules,again{t you in this life, and againſt you inthe life to 
come, Know you, that without repentance, Pax/ will bee 
found a true Prophet, No drankard ſhall mberit the kingdome 


of God :and yet know wirhall,that vpon repentance,the Co- 1-Cor.6.19. 12. 


rinthians were both waſhed, and iuſtified ; and therefore be 
no longer mockers, leaſt your bonds and miſeries encreaſe; 
but rurne your laughter into ſorrow, your feaſting into fa- 
ting; be reuenged of your ſelues, of your luſts, and mcete 
your God, and make your peace whileſt now wee call, and 
you heare; and of this yſe ſo much.

Ceſar;that murtherous ſinne,that kills more than the ſword, 
and feedes vpon fire; that adulterous ſinne, that fills all cor- 
ners with whordomes ; that theeuith finne, that ſeales a- 
way mens time, purſes, wits ; that robs the poore of his due, 
and throwes that, out of one {wines noſe and month; and 
guts, that would refreſh a whole family ; that flanderous fin, 
that lades the world with tales and railings, againſt the 
hoaft of the liuing God: that Atheifticall ſinne,that belecues 
no more the threats and promiſes of God, than if ſome cou- 
ſoner had ſpoke them; that helliſh ſfinne, that hardens and 
makes vp the heart againſt all repentings; that vnnaturall 
finne, that puts off al thoughts of ones family, ones ſelfe,and 
ſends him on grazing with Nebachadnezzar; nay on (wil- 
ling with hoggs and other {wine ; this finne, this vile ſinne, 
thus tranſcendent, doe you feare, doe you ſhunne, do ye ab- 
horre, as hauing the ſceeds of it in your nature. But how 
ſhall wee be able to auoide it?

But ſhould I {peake to theſe, I ſhould bur [peed, 
as Paul at Epheſus, I ſhould bee cricd downe with, Great :s 
Diana,after ſome one Demetrius had told thereſt of this oc- 
cupation ; Strs, ye know, that by this craft we haxe our wealth. 
Surely,fearc of hauing their Signe pulled downe, their licenlc 
called in, cannot preuaile with ſomezand therefore it bootes 
not ys to ſpeake.Onely to you(beloued)let meſpeake alittle 
rouching your charges, you are not willing to have mie lony 
now, in ſhort receiue me thus : you, amongſt you that loue 
the Lord,the Church, the (tate, your ſelues,and people;helpe 
the Lord againſt the mighty ; ſuppreſle, nay, prevent this 111 
in your owne houſes, let nota {wine comennto your par- 
lors, fit at your tables, lie in your ſheers ; out with him, our 
with him,ourt with the man it hee be a mooueable ;if nor, yer 
out with the drunkard, ſmite the ſinne, ſaue the man?
